This is 
tu be extended, with compulsory edica- 
tion, to the five higher grades,up to 16 
years, hy 1934. 

The Russian is optimistic and the hg- 
umes Tor the production it crops, industry, 
and natural resources for 1931 are more 
strikimg aod detatlec) than those for 125 ; 
but great. accomplishments have been 
made in education, and the stride is not 
slackenmyg. The magnitude of the task 
is indicated by the fact that outside of 
the towns there were no schools, and the 
apportinintics of these were combined to a 
few: that at least go per cent of the popu 
hotline were Uliterate, and that the teaching 
personnel was proportionately limited, 

Schools art not restricted to the centers 
of population, but are already established 
among the hardly civilized tribes of the 
frozen north, the sitnmering south, and 
the litthe penetrated portions of the m- 
terior, They have had only their dialects, 
withont written language.

LAND OF VOLCANOKS AND 


PROGRESS 
Oradle of Ancient Mayan Civilization, Redolent With Its 
Later Spanish and Indian Ways, Now Reaping 
Prosperity from Bananas and Coffee

HE journey from Puerto Barrios 
to Quirizia is not oo mich a 
Go mile trip threnagh beamntand 
as it is an adventure into centuries pxist, 
for Churigua is the center of an aneietit 
Mayan empite of a bygone civilization 
and culture. Stopping on the junele's 
edge, half-awel before the ageold 
monoliths that this vanished people lett 
behind them, one need not be overnmmagt- 
native to feel something of the pomp and 
harbarit splendor that ntust have blos= 
scmed there, perhaps 20 centuries ago. 

The jungle setting itself is barbaric, 
with its umecanny ier lush life, 
pythonkike vines that evil about the grow 
ing tree and crash the fife sap out af it; 
dank, hidden spots: impenetrable thick- 
ets; huge flowered draperies Hang ACTORS 
majestic tre tops, Aaming orchids that 
thrive im this exotic air. Agammst this 
hackeroumd are the sculptured monu- 
mens if ou inst race, carved deep with 
picture-writing and queer oriental fnees

Dut this ts neither ancient history tor 
archeological lore. It ts meant to be a 
picture of the Guatemala [EF know— 
(huiihtermatlin—" Mace oof the Wool 
File,” 0 the anctent Indian Tongimpge : 
literally, “Place of Trees.” 


GUATEMALA TITAS A THREEFOLD CLIMATH 


Like ancient Gaul, Guatemala may be 
divided jato three parts, with a special 
brand of climate asstz med to ench, Where 
are the Jowlands of the Atlantic and 
Paciic—the hot country: the uplanels, 
ringing from 3,000 to 6,000 fret—the 
temperite land; and the highlands, where 
fanglike peaks stretch wp to 14.000 feet 
hove the sea—the cale cOoUnETY. 

In Guntetnala, climate ts a thing: of 
altitude cather than latitude, A mile in 


altitude carries one north 1,500 miles in 
lntitade to the valleys of Tennessee, 
while two miles of altitude give on av- 
erage temperature approximated by that 
ie thats latitude of the Canadian line. 
That is why one may see workmen in 
cotton drawers and blowses, or drawers 
only, cutting ‘cate or bananns, while 30 
tiles away the uplarid Indian is dressed 
in woolen homespun.

THE UNDIAN'S BADGE OF SERVITURE 


This cacaste, which constitutes the In- 
dian's badge of servitude, ts a peculiar 
contrivance about four feet long and con- 
sists of several shelves bailt one above 
mother, not unlike the familiar “whatnot” 
of ageneration ago, Small articles ‘are 
packed on the shebers and Jarger unes 
lashed to the top and sides. When fully 
loaded, it may weigh as mich 200 
pounds (see Mlvstration, page Go7, and 
text, page Got).

One morning as day broke we boarded 
a private train of the dependable [nter- 
national Railways and slid aif the hack- 
bane of the country, down past Lake 
Amatitlin, with the hot springs and steam 
jets along tts margin, through Palin, 
where villige women swanned on us with 
trays of Ined fish, aytincates, and tor- 
tillas (see illustration, page G36 ).

As we missed through the tmitive wil 
lage, we saw.a clothesline hung with what 
seemed to he extra-long stockings, Closer 
inspection revealed strips of beef, salted 
aid hune in the sun to be led into 
jerked beef (sce illustration, page 637).

GUATEMALA IS A LAND OF VOLCANOES 

Halfway up the Quezaltenange rail 
the slopes of Santa Maria appear through 
the mists, with clouds of steam curling 
Hp over a new erater just beliaw its peak. 
In 1go2 a terrific blast tore wil the side 
ofthis voleano, Recently an wotflow of 
lava began, sq that a aew eene is gril 
wally building up beside the old one. The 
eruption of i902 covered the whole coun- 
try with ash, Cotfeeplanters moumed 
ther groves as Jost and then dug dawn 
through several feet of the ash to start 
new trees in the origimal soil, 

Guatemalan volcanoes are not the lava 
kind, They are bold, upstanding cones, 
lilt gradually of etuders and ash, with 
uniform sides slopmg up atan angle of 
45 degrees. The process going on at 
Sania Maria 1 typical, for the new cone 
bailt bw the side ot the original peak oln- 
miutely becomes its rival. 

This ts inte of a narnher of Casatemali’s 
volcanoes, espertally the peak of Fuegu,

North 
and east are numerous Indian tribes, cach 
living ina separate village or valley, each 
sheaking a different dialect, and with such 
distinct customs and dress that Guate- 
malans immediately hiacate the home of 
the upland Indian by this means. 

In one village the skit scarcely reaches 
the knees. [In another it trails wpon the 
ground. The Indian women, as-a tule, 
however, wrip a piece of cloth about the 
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body fora skirt and fasten it with a belt, 
The blouse, which covers shoulders and 
waist, is generally beatifully embroidered 
and ornate, and may be tucked tn at the 
top of the skirt, hang down louse over the 
wast, or it may be so short thar two or 
three inches of the hare lauly show. 

More than half of Guatemala’s 2,900,- 
000 inhabitants are pure Indian; mest of 
the temainder carry a heavy mixture of 
Indinn blood.

Here are fertile valleys and mountain 
sides that produce some of the world's 
finest enffee, minerals, anid scenic beauty. 
One might assume that these people 
would te rich in all that material and 
spiritual lite demands, but they are not, 
Amillion and three-quarters hve in the 
most primitive manner, the certainty of 
ever a food supply hardly extending. to 
the next meal. Indeed, the creatore coim- 
forts which they enjoy are starcely more 
pretentious than those claimed by the 
hrtite life about them, 

To travel over Guatemala ix to pas 
through nearly every phase of civiliza- 
tion, Elere is mysticism, philesophy, and 
beauty side by side with the harsh vigor 
of modern life. One fits in the In- 
dian a certiin dignity andl fineness, a 
hospitalios, and Aexible intellizence which 
mnges from shrewd conning ta broad 
sympathy, These, united with deep emo- 
ion, give a type from which mich may 
he expected, 

The upland cities, Quezaltenango, Hue- 
hnetenany, and many others, are the 
centers af Indian art—blanket-weaving, 
cloth- weaving, embroidering, and the 
making of decorated pottery for which 
fine clay is available.

The blouses of San Martin fife exqi- 
alte examples of hormenious blending of 
bmght colors: The blankets of (Jisecl- 
tenango are ole from the wool of mi- 
tive flocks, which is carded, spun, ane 
woven into soft, durable, beantifilly cal- 
ored coverings or clith (see Color Plate 
TTI, acu istration, page fi45).
